In regard to Dean Trawick’s 
SDS ban we suspect that the of- 
ficial has permitted his political 
convictions to interfere with the 
impartial execution of his duties.

(Sept. 8) where he arbitrarily 
states that ‘‘We are a rather con- 
servative community here... and 
our college reflects the commun- 
ity.” This repudiation of individ- 
uality is almost too much to bear. 


But what sensitivity can one 
expect from a person who begins 
an interview with the shallow an- 
alogy that “informed” students 
would not even “get within smell- 
ing distance of it (i.e., SDS), 
which is quite a ways?” Or what 
kind of a logic is it that indulges 
in irresponsible smear tactics 
stating that SDS is “un-” and 
“anti-American” without ade- 
quately substantiating the alle- 
gations? 

Finally when the official comes 
out with the fallacy that we 
“plan desertion from the armed 
forces,” we are forced to protest. 
The Movement is not composed 
of soldiers; how it can be reason- 
ed that we would even contem- 
plate desertion from a body to 
which we do not belong is incom- 
prehensible. As for the charge 
that we contemplate civil diso- 
bedience and “other illegal acts” 
(?), we feel civil disobedience to 
be intellectually accepted as a 
morally defensible method with 
which to show one’s dissent from 
an arbitrary authority. 


Perhaps a mob is content to 
act and form judgements simply 
on hearing such emotionally bas- 
ed charges, but for a mature col- 
lege audience we feel the official 
should have reached and present- 
ed his conclusions in a move re- 


the choice of keeping the year 
book, or replacing it with a news 
feature magazine. Coming out at 
the end of each semester, it would 
take a look at SAC activities with 
the human interest angle.

A yearbook is 
too far removed and detached 
from the events of the time.” 

Opposition is quick to point out 
that while the magazine comes 
out more often, the hard cover 
yearbook means more as a mem- 
ory book. It can be saved for 
reference in later years, and 
gives the widest possible cover- 
age of all facets of college life. 

Freshman Pat Brennan added, 
“TI believe the yearbook is more 
impressive and reflects on the 
reputation of the college.” 

Students should think about 
the question. They may have to 
make a decision soon.

(Editor’s Note: The following is a let- 
ter written by a corporal in the U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps from Qui Nhon, Viet Nam to 
President Lyndon Johnson. It expresses 
the truly American view of the present 


war, as we see it. ) 
Dear Mr. President: 


First I’d like to thank you for giving 
me the opportunity to serve my country 
and my God, although I wish there were 
no war and killing. This is undoubtedly 
the most important thing I have ever done, 
and God willing, the most important thing 
I will ever do in my entire life. I feel very 
proud and privileged fighting this war in 
Vietnam because it gives me the feeling of 
repayment. Repayment to what? To you, 
Mr. President, and to the great free coun- 
try I was reared in. Many people - both 
men and women - have risked, and in 
many instances died, to keep our country 
free from communism. Now it is my turn 


fighting force we have over here, but I 
feel that every man plays an important 


part in this war. Every one of us is fighting 
for one thing -

freedom. Some will never

Munakata also feels it is im- 
portant that an artist complete 
his own work, doing the sketch- 
ing, carving, and printing him- 
self. For Munakata, prints have a 
religious significance beyond art.

The student. is 
Mario Villa. The problem is 
what is the “truth” about the 
Students for a Democratic 
Society. — 

To Villa the truth is that, 
“Today’s youth are rebels. 


are ‘in. (Their rebellion) is 
covered by the contacts they’re 
in, but its in their souls. 
“This is a ridiculous world, 
full of contraditions, and we 
have to change it,”’ says Villa. 
“The cause is humanity; the 
cause is justice; the cause is 
the individual. The cause is 
also love and reason, and all 
that we do stems’ from that.” 
By “we” Villa doesn’t nec- 
essarily mean the SDS, for he 
is not officially a member. As 
the sophomore states it, “I 
consider myself a member of 
the New Left, of which the 
SDS is a vital part.” 
Although not a definite 
member, Villa is the chief 
spokesman for a small group 
of students on campus which 
had planned to organize a 
chapter of the Students for a 
Democratic Society at Santa 
Ana College. Planned but fail- 
ed, for Dean of Students 
Thomas Trawick has said, “I 
will not permit this organiza- 
tion on campus.” 
The question now is whether 
this decision rests as the final

Villa Tells SDS’s Side

his “eight-to-ten” fellow or- 
ganizers. According to the his- 
tory major, “It’s obvious we 
can’t organize on campus, but 
we will. organize in the vicin- 
ity, as of now.” 

The ban has not, however, 
dulled Villa’s feelings about 
the SDS, which he classes as 
“almost anarchist.” 

“We believe in a minimum 
_of social control. Social control 
not to infringe on the indivi- 
dual’s identity.” 

Summing up what SDS is 
and what it stands for, Villa 
makes four basis statements. 

First, that the Students for 
a Democratic Society is against 
the war in Viet Nam and feels 
we should negotiate immed- 
iately. But while negotiating, 
we must keep in mind the fact 
that “most of the people in 
Viet.Nam support the Nation- 


al Liberation Front,’ 
“To me it is symbolic of a 
genuine motive that so small a 


‘force can frustrate the efforts 


of so collossal a nation which 


-has used billions to defeat it. 


This signifies to me that the 
people are in back of it,” says 
Villa. 

The SDS doesn’t attack the 
U.S.’ men’ who are fighting in 
Viet Name. “The troops are 
ignorant of the facts. We hit 
the power structure that talks 
of freedom and supports a ty- 
rant like Diem; that talks 
of equality and denys it to 20 
million Negroes; that talks of 
freedom yet bans and censors; 
that talks of humanity and at- 
tempts to annihilate an orien- 
tal society.” 

Secondly the SDS is, ‘“‘Again- 
st manipulation of individuals 
through censorship of infor- 
mation by governmental bur- 
eaucracies of either a school, a 
locality, or a nation.” 

The SDS is for, “the estab- 
lishment of a democratic soc- 
iety in which the individual is 
allowed the freedom to act in 
harmony with his conscience 
with a minimum of govern- 
mental control.” 

Villa’s fourth point is that, 
“We plan projects among the 
poverty stricken to instill in 
them a sense of identity and 
envolvement with the decision 
making processes of this oc- 
iety. 

“The SDS is a real effort 
to develop a-new and revolu- 
tionary philosophy that will 
bring about our ideals,” con- 
cludes Vill
